Across Canada* there are millions 
of acres of govern merit-owned land for 
individuals seeking to lease or pur¬ 
chase them. Crown Lands in the fuknn 
and Northwest Territories,, and to a 
small extent in the provinces* . 5 re 
administered by the federal govern¬ 
ment, Large tracts of provincinl 
land are also available and are admin¬ 
istered by the individual provinces. 

Although it is an appealing pros¬ 
pect to explore the possibility of 
obtain!nn a large tract of 'cheap 
land', the demands made on the indi¬ 
vidual applicants are such that ev¬ 
ery factor must be carefully assesed 
before any f irm commitiftents are made. 
Some of the conditions for purchas¬ 
ing federally-owned Crown Lantfs are; 
the land must not be used for $peeu~ 
lative purposes; it is the individ¬ 
ual's responsihi 11ty to have the land 
surveyed; the applicant must visit 
the desired area and personally sel¬ 
ect the package of land. 

The price per acre of fond will 
vary with the location, accessibility 
and day-to-day use, for example, ISA 
acres of land could be obtained for 
full-time farming use, w^ile only 

about 20 acres would be allowed for 
the purposes of market gardening.The 
price car, range from £1.00 to 55.00 
or more per acre- depending on how 
easily the land can be cleared ahd 
its potential use,

"we were confined all the time, in the same place. «*■ didn't have a 
common room or any place to go to. The loll was mainly for men and there 
was just one cell for the woman which had four bedr, two on each side of 
the room. It waa ell steel.There was a big steel table, end a toilet 
sticking nur of the wall and a shower Inside the cell. And wo stayed 
there the whole time. There were no windows, Just some trenslucnt blocks , 
a Ind of cold, eerie light, there wits an alleyway, some bars and a big 
steel door. Once In a while they would leave the door open a little bit 
so vc could peek out and see somebody out there. But most of. the tine 
were Isolated in there. 1 ' 

"A couple of days before I got out the Judge’s secretary said to me, 
'You're gonna come back here. If you don't change the way you'rfe living, 
you're gonna come back her#*' And It really freaked me out. I was juat so 
susceptible to suggestion. And it's a till in my mind, you knew. ttacc in a 
while if I'm doing something f could be busted for, t Just flash on btfW 
bad it was. And it just scares the shit Out of me* I dream about it Oflte 
in awhile. 11 

There were no organized activities fit all in the Jail where Us# was 
held. No recreation, no educational program#. TCiey were awakened every 
morning at ^ifiQ for breakfast* Ube next meal waa at 5 5 00 itl th* evening. 

There was nothing 
else to do.

Simone is a twenty“five ye*r old Quftbfttoia women who haa always lived

Wwrfi#n at Tanguay who might wish to further their education receive fl« 
assistance In this direction fton the prison Itself. 

‘'Oirl# who want to study have a half s day to itudy. They study by 
themselves. There was a hairdresser, and fih# was giving'some course* 
Nothing academic. They were always moaning to Start something* The 
first dine I was there w had. gymnastics," 

Neicher Lisa nor Simone reported any gross physical cruelty from the 
guard# tn their personal experiences. The daily Strain of dealing with 
che guards however, was a source of strain for both women. 

"There wit.-; one guard who joined up right after he got out of the 
nrmy, and he had this reglly heavy authoritarian camplept. He would tell 
us all the things he could do to us * 'I got one girl sent here for six 
months for tearing up her prison uniform when she umi drunk,' stuff 
like that. "I could get somebody killed for fitealing a pack of 
cigarettea in a state prison. 1 And you have to sit there and say 'Oh 
yea. that's right. 1 He was just telling stories #tnd you have to act 
like you think that’s grOOvy. You have to be friendly to him. They can 
do anything to you- We realty had this feeling that they could kill u# 
at any time, and nobody would ever know. Because they could say, "They 
were Crying to escape,' or 'They attacked me with- 1 god knows what**.' 1 

'W were considered model prisoners because we were so friendly* We 
wanted to get Out of there so badly.' And the only way you can do that, 
is k.j ploy their game. They tell everything you do to the Judge, and 
Jit's Chi' judge who decides (to let prisoners out early)." 

Simone added that the- guards were part of the psychological tension 
of being in prison. She said that the worst part of It was "to he 
Watched. To he watched. You're watched by the guard, you're watched 
by the other prisoners. They’re all woman, and they watch everything!" 

Llaa waa in prison with WOta*n who had been arrested for things like 
disorderly conduct *pd drookennea#* hut Slaton# was in Tanguay With 
women like Use Rose and Othbr political prisoners, vomer, who bed been 
arrested for their Involvement with th-e P,L,Q + 

"They were flinging revolutionary soflgi and everybody got high on that* 
They ware singing that, while W# V#tB eating,, you know, ’We're gonna 
hang that director, we're gonna hang that guard... 1 and. we were singing 
that with them. It waa pretty good. you know* 

"They organized little demonstr#tipus and a let ef petltle-h# to 
change conditions. The Left there, the Maoist# and all the ether#, wa# 
all divided, I waa talking more with the political prisoner#, because 
it was easier for me. But the ether w<j»*n 1 was with, ! was talking 
with, and well, they were Impressed by my education, fie it was 4 little 

cold, you know. But one of the waned, sh# never read too much, but she 

agreed to read Fidel Caatro. 

"You juat felt that the prisoners must Ret their shit together and 
nobody'a Ruing to help you," 

Simone added however that not all the vumea were ready to ’get their 
ahit together.

How do you feel changed by the fact that you were in Jail?

SlmOne; "Welfare comes and gives you thirty bucks before you leave. 

And some of the women Just go and drink it." 

What were your relations with the prostitutes? 

Simone: "One of them told me thac what I did was really bad because It 
wa# in the open you know. Sbfi said what ahe did doesn’t mfltcer because 
she hid## it, and it’s dark* Well, maybe they don’t think much different 
from the Judaea 

“HOSt warned, they say, ’I haw the right to choose, to choose th* Invet 
or choOisi.' th# husband." But some they don’t;, they Juat bargain. They 
think the only way Co be with men. ia to bargain and; trnt'ft the way you ^ 
win. Maybe they think that 4rtd maybe they don’t, I don't know. They 


don’t need men, except fot mOrt#y* They ,Ju#t do it like ah ACt l 
suppose I think they arc ashamed of thdir bodies*" 

"Sometimes I feel that there should b# vocv#h Judges and women 
doctor# find that’s all, because men can't understand. 

Tlow do you i tip. 1 about the women’s aovenent? 

Simone: ’"Well , If we wait for the men to do 1 it for Ufl, we're gonna wait 
And ^'re gonna wait. We must wait for the husbaed, we myst wait for 
the child, wr- must watt for everybody. Well, you tan get pissed off." 

Simone added that ahe felt one of the major obstacle# toward 
building a wpmEn’s movement ia the fact that wftmen think that their 
problehS nr# personal and not social.

Jnce he his c-bire out, the gay wc-man 
or man faces the problem of trying to 

Find other gays with whom to relate soc¬ 
ial 1 yj emoti una 11 y *jid frxuall y. Because 
jf the fear of losing their Jobs, wait 
lays have to act straight at work and 
he fear of social ridicule and perhaps 
ictual violence prevents many gays from 
Openly expressing the fact that they are 
gay to their friends, and- to people whom 
they aeet in social situation-!. Because 
society, with its heterosexual structure 
fca'i nut recognized the existences! gay; 
there are no lust itutianal i sod , fumal 
dating procedures for smyj, H«flB»exuals 
have always had to be gay underground, 
to meet other gays by luck, intuition 
or in gay bars, gay restaurants or baths 
which arose to meet the need. 

Today in Worth Ancrita gays are 
coming out and trying to organtie ther 
selves in order to fight against dis¬ 
crimination. to provide meeting places 
and social activities as alternatives 
To the exploitative and unhealthy 
scores in gay bars and to form a power 
base with which t.g coubtt the sexist 
and anti-gay propaganda coming form all 
areas of society and the counterculture. 

In Montreal , gays are beginning to 
<?r gan i z-e , Te Front de Liberation dcs 
HflrtOSCJtuellt* is a group of gay individ¬ 
uals which meets regularly, has » locale 
and a. phone and has sponsored at least 
two dances and a retreat. Unfortunately, 
there are few women who attend meetings t 
although chsre is Supposed to be a 
women's committee. This lack of partic¬ 
ipation on the part of women and the 
fact That this organization is primarily 
unmpustfd of French-speaking nen suggest: 
two problem.-; whi-Lh face gays when they 
attempt to organ ice chemre1yes: the 
fiTst, sexism, arises in most groups. 

The second, that of the French and Eng¬ 
lish languages and cultures, is one 
which gays in other cities in Canada, 
for example, Toronto or Vancouver, do 
not have to deal with 

The potential power of a minority 
group is partially based *u it? Siie, 

Lack of unity between the french and 
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English gay cnmnuiiicl«s in Montreal 
may or may not be important, depending 
on what goal* the people in the groups 
want tu accomplish. For example, saall 
groups can he quite powerful when 
involved in activities such a? writing 
and publishing. But when masi denyn 
stration is used to support Or protest 
a point, or when an argunitaelon wishes 
to defend its members against housing 
or job discrifiination or a grtnip wishes 
to make its opinion known to the 
government ot another institution which 
has control and influence, the number 
of people who tan be tailed on for 
support is import HI, 

In .Montreal, French and English 
gays have not organized together, 
si though this may be due to the fact 
that English gays hare not urES-trired 
at all, at least above ground. Even 
if, ideally, all English gays were 
bilingual I don't think it would be 
possible for both groups to work to¬ 
gether easily. One reason for this 
is- that French gays feel oppressed for 
aeing both French and gay, while the 
English are opuresse-d for being guy 
Out are still members of the huge 
English-speaking population on this 
continent and as such enjey priviliges 
Che French don't. It is difficult 
fur the English gay to understand how 
iLs French counts re-arc feels, and it is 
difficult for the French gay to see 
r.nglish gays as oppressed people 
rather than as [temper* of a group op¬ 
pressing hLm. 

It is peculiar that English gays have 
rot organized, even at McGill or Sir 
Teorgc, especially when we hear that 
there arc gay association? at universities 1 
like MacHaster and Waterloo, to name a 
few, One reason for this is that nany 
English gays who are interested in gay 
] i b erat i on d-o not want t o woTk in a 
group seperate fror the French organiz¬ 
ation because they f«l that the French 
should not and control the political 
pul idea and activities of a gay organ¬ 
ization in Quebec.

(1 ]The Situation may sl-- ; ■ it Is, with 

a French group in exi stance, attended by 
some bilingual English gays, and with 
the English unorganized, 

Ci)English gays ngy decide to Organdie 
Outside of the FIJI.

The reason for any of there pn.'^ibll: 
ties happening la not hosed on the Inab-i 
lity of groups to get with each other 
tut rather from the recognition of : 
fact that French and Fnglish Women and 
men are oppressed differently, and there- 
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for understand and interpret problems 
and solutions differentLy. What is 
liberating fur a gay English man nay not 
ha liberating for a gay French nan and 
what la liberating for a g;ty Trench nan 
may be downright oppressive for gay women. 
Even if these factors are understood and 
taken into account, it is still difficult 
for everyone to work together because 
different sexual, cultural -md politico] 
SubgreupS have different prioritieS- 

The most Important consideration is T.ut 
so much wh-ether it is right to have one 
organization or several, but whether the 
l^oiips which core into exisTance are able 
(U work with eorh other to Solve common 
problem;-.. There Is ant nuch s*n,-.e In 
having only one organization If it Is un¬ 
able to aeet the various needs of the gay 
populatuon in Montreal. 

The moat iuportumt reason fnr □ lack 
of organ1iation is a lack of Interest on 
the part of rest gays, there are several 
reasons far this; some are particular to 
Montreal alone while others are mure gener¬ 
al and probably apply to gays in nost cit* 
i es in Worth America. The FLH is not radi¬ 
cal and seems, So far at least, in bt 
more oriented toward hulling social funct¬ 
ions than political organization. This 
tends to alienate more-radical gays,, n.any 
of whom are against organizing or leading 
a group themselves, 

More generally, howOS-e^uali often ei¬ 
ther reject who they are or try to live as 
c’gr.m^rvBtiveiy as possible, including gay 
uarriages in which a middle class way uf 
life is top red, with ual e/femal« -les. rdlirS, 
and a house-in-suburbia nentality.These 
gays, who are often involved in satisfying 
personal relationships, aTe quite confort- 
able and can see no Teason for organjting 
and cnLling attention to m difference which 
they inav-n successfully managed to hide. 

They have no motivation to become publli 
about there gaynoss bfcause they have no 
desire for -change. 

Many gayj cannot become pubticaliy 
involved ir, gay liberation organizations 
fur f**r of losing their jobs: this include 
es professonal people, busines nen, secrc- 
faries, factory workers and poor people. 
There is also the very real feat of being 
rejected by fanily gnd by straight friends 
In Quebec the very strong Inf]ue:ice uf the 
church in combination with the fanily makes; 
it difficult for individuals to work through 
rl’.eilr guilt and fear to become both gay 
and healthy, Gec-ause of all these problous, 
asking . 1 . 1 1 gay* to cum* nut puhlicaly is 
as absurd as telling poor women to Leave 
their husbands because of sachJsmo and 
sexism. Poor women usually have no other 
economic alternatives than to stay with 
their husbands and in order to survive eco¬ 
nomically, many gay; must publics]ly strei- 
ght until the gay CAiurisnity i' oTganiied 
and strong enough to support them or until 
the society is changed,

Martel Danis., Proffesor of Political Science and legal advisor to 
Loyola atydenta, provided a strong insight to the workings of our penal 
System. It Wai interesting to contrast the opinions of an expert with 
those of the two women who had experienced the system themselves, 

Frafb Oani* tan aide red homosexuality to be "one of the biggest 
problem* in prisons 1 ' and put forward a eOUple bf remedies. 

"One thing you tttild do. not to abolish the problem totally,, I guess 
that would be intpossible, but to Cty to remedy it* would be to classify 
the prisoner a according to age and also according to the type of things 
they had- Committed to go to jail. 

"Very often S-n Bor dean they Ml have very young people there -with 
rapists, or very* very tough male homosexuals - And• these kids don t 
Stand a chrtnce in the world against these people* They’Ll gcC roped 
every night, 

"Vhat else Could be done as far as the homosexuality problem 1 ItSt of 
alt is to keep pacple in separate cells that are locked* 

"The ideal size for a jail or n penitentiary is about 120. if you 
can get that size with separate Cells, then you probably eliminate that 
problem. That 1 * the first thing.. 

"The second thing is you’ve pot to let the guys out sometime. You 
cannot keep them there fur 1 years or 4 years or 5 years without going 
out. There will be homosexuality I think." 

He cited the example of the states of North Carolina and California 
where they have small cenps on the prison grounds. The wives and girl¬ 
friends of the prisoners can stay there from Friday to Sunday with the 
prisoners. He feels however that Quebec is not ready for such reforms. 

LJams was much- impressed with the Swedish system: 

In. Sweden, they’ve adopted an excellent system, which is, it' n guy 
commits a-crime, let’s ^Ive him a break* First of all, In Sweden, about 
0-QI of the people who go to court dr* not dCnt to jail. They are given a 
chance. First offenders will practically never go to Jail there, even 
for g major crime. Because they chink jails are had. Here we think Jails 
ara bad too," but we don’t care because cost of us don't go there anyway. 

The efficiency of this ays tern is shown in the repeater rate. 

He also discussed the different concept of Justice that exists in 
Sweden. Here id Quebec* there arc standard set fines for particular 
offenses * regardless of the financial status of the individual. The 
Obvious result of this is that poor people without the moans tP pay the 
fine will Spend the time in jail whereas someone with money can pay the 
fine and go home. 

In Sweden however* the fine is act as a percentage of your set ary for 
a certain number of day*. Thia serves to equalise the ftnacial burden 
of a fine, and wealthy people are not favored. Prof. BaniE summed up 
the progressive asp*C ts of the Swedish prison oyster: as follows: 

,r They have private ruMfl, they are able to go Cut, They’re able to go to 
school, the're flble to go to work. And even the people who get life 
terms, the murderer a t get holidays every year. They get three weeks a 
year off, Vtth a jail guard, they go Co the beach. 

’’The repeater rate is the chance of someone who 1* Let out of jail of 
coning hack again. In Sweden, where only the tough ones get to Jail, and 
the others don’t, there tE a repeater rate of 1 3& ► In th tl,S.A. it varies 
between 40 and 757 . And in Canada it ’a between 30 and percent, sin

"First of all it: depends on whether you’re able to g£E a lawyer or not 
How bccaust H the reforms made by Minister Cheque!te , who has increased 
thn- budget for legal aid, and also the Quebec Bar Association, they're 
providing lawyer® practically for everyone. At least on criminal ratters 

"But lawyer* who work for legal aid are usually paid a flat fee fur 
their services, who re,- m somebody who comes into your office and offers 
you a fee for the ease, it will probably be higher for those individual 
cases. Then the problem comes: Is a lawyer going tn work as hard If 
he's on the flue fee basis fnr a year as if he gets so much for witttting 
a case? Some will, some won't. Personally I have my double that a 
lawyer would as bard for a legal aid case as if he ■ wore promised 
5500 , for winning a case. The reason for that is that In Quebec in 
civil caser. lawyers are an a flat fee system.

"That's very hard to change because tSiere will always be lawyers who 
are better than others. But the changes chat have been made mean that 
at least everybody gets the enin a mum protection- At legist everyone will 
have someone to defend him.

Can you give us an idea of how you started out In music? 
T-BONEi HeIIj I started out with a medicine show.,.it was carl- 
ed Big B r Tonic. 1 was about fourteen years Old. There wasn' t 
anybody on the show but me and this 1(1 d named Joe. They used to 
do tilings, like put burnt cork on your face and red your lips. I 
was playlivg with a banjo-uke. 

LOGOS: Gid you p1 fly j us t b1 ues T 

T-BDHE.: Naah. He did everything. Later on I Joined a bard in 
Los Angeles,,.1 believe it was 1929 or something like tHat. It 
was with Lawson Brooks, I was singing nunbers like r Stardust' 
When I got to ualifornla, I gave up alt the ballads to start 
singing blues only*..It paid off in the end. 

LDGBS: What are the differences that you find between playing 
with an electric blues hard end a big jiiZE band? For example, 
weren't you playing with Cab Calloway for a nuntaer of years? 
T-BOWE: Hell, I wasn't really playing with him. ! was on Ms 
show. ‘Hell, rarybe I was playing with him. There was cab Callo¬ 
way and Nigger BeamuS and we played the theatres. 

LOGOS; Ccn you explain the different styles that you find 
strong the Singers you know? 

T-BONE: the majority of them + I think, plays ny style. They all 
love me down in the south, 1 was kind of a„ you fcnow, a Influ¬ 
ence on them. Like take U.L-. King.,,he doesn^t open his mouth 
without saying some thing about T-Bone Walker. I got about four 
or five hundred more of them hanging around the south* like 
Houston and Dallas. They even got one kid, calls himself T-Bone 
Junior, He plays niy numbers note for note. 

LOGOS: Did you play along with many of the early blues singers? 
T-BONE: No I had rsy wn band for twelve years. He played ore- 
night- stands all ever the pi ace...In Arkansas* Mississippi,

LOGOS: Did you ever play in barrel-houses? 

T-BGHE: to tell you the truth* I don't even know what a barrel- 
house Is. 

LOGOS: The reason I ask is cause I was speaking to a Barrel- 
house piano player named Robert Shaw, who’s also from Texas. 

He was telling me that they were very popular in Texas In the 
early days. 

T-BONE: NeM , I think maybe what he ment was what you call a 
roadside or house party. You know, lots of music* women, :icucr. 
LOGOS: UTip were your main influences when you were young? 
T-BQfrE: ! had two who I liked real well, Leroy Carr was one of 
my fivgurite;, and Lonnie Johnson.

In the blues field* personalities 
Jueh as Mud^y Waters, B.B, King. John 
Lee Hooker, Howlin' Wolf, Albert King, 
etc. have finally recieved their long- 
awaited recognition as being the major 
influences on inodern guitar-sty 1 e, as 
we n as being exciting singers in their 
own right, Hewever* many equally distin¬ 
ctive blues singers have fallen by the 
wayside, or. if lucky, managed to att¬ 
ract only a localized following, being 
overshdcwed by the ‘big names* who have 
achieved a more universal appeal. One 
of these major innovators was Slim 
iaroc s a bluesman who died early in life 
- to early to savour the taste of suc¬ 
cess that the older bluesmen now enjoy. 
As a tribute to Slim Harpo* H&lydpr 
Records has released two albums contain¬ 
ing his greatest Songs. 5L1M HARPO KNE W 
THE BLUES features Slim on guitar. Karp* 
and vocals* assisted only by bass and 
drums (the credits are not listed). On 
listening to this record* one realizes 
that his appeal lies in the subdued sen 
suousness of his voice* which sounds 
like a combination of Muddy Waters and 
Chuck Berry, "Scratch My Back", his most 
successful song, blends hts seductive 
voice and harp-playing wfth the even- 
rhythnmedi trenelo sound of his guitar. 
Slim Harpo can sing nock ’n roll too, 
and. in "The Music's Hot", he gives us 
a tasteful up-tempo nunber which sounds 
like southing the Stones would do well 
to listen to. The country Influence in 
his voice is unmistakeable, especially 
in "Baby Please Come Home", which feat- 
ures a tailing verse straight put of 


the syrupy early si sties. The only irk¬ 
some parts of the album are the some¬ 
times inapproprlately heavy bass, and 
Slim's occasional endeavours at social 
commentary- as in "The Hippy Song"- 
which has some pretty inane lines about 
Hiqh Snripru *nd money, 

"THE BEST OF SLIM HARFO" is in the 
sara mould stylistically, except that 
the intm duett on of a horn section all¬ 
ows for a more H and B sound. His rendi¬ 
tion of "Mohair Sam", a great smash hit 
of the mid-sixties, succeeds on the bas¬ 
is of pure cpol, However, R and B trivi¬ 
alities are net his forte, and one feels 
that a sone such as “Te-Nf-ftee-NI-Nu 1 " 
would be done better by The Shirty les, 

Or Shop and the Li me Unfits. But the 
killer of the album is the origmal ver¬ 
sion of "I'm a King Bee"* which should 
have been the hit instead of the Stones* 
rendition.
